Hcre is a thing we would like to sec in the recommendations of 


the grand jury which will be submitted today or tomorrow to the 
court: 


A recommendation that the court appoint a commission to in- 


quire into the conduct of the county home to ascertain why it costs 
the taxpayers twenty-eight cents for the actual food consumed 
every day by each of the one hundred and sixty inmates of the 
home, and why the actual total cost"; of maintenance of each person 
is two hundred and fourteen dollars a year, or nearly sixty cents a 
day. 
To learn from actual evidence of the inmates what constitutes 


the average bill of fare of the ho|ne. To inquire into the profit or 
loss of the county farm. To see whfere six hundred and sixty tons of 
coal bought by the county last ye^r was used at the rate of two 
tons a day for the entire year. To check up as nearly as possible 
from data which should be available in the office of the county 
commissioners the use of 28,000 miles of railroad mileage during 
the year, all of which is charged to the poor district in addition to 
12,000 miles charged to the county proper. Generally to inquire in- 
to the annual expenditure of one-third of the county's total revenue 
for the poor, of which one-half is charged directly to the county 
home. 


This is but a small part of an analysis of the audit of the 


county's business for 1915 which will be presented to the taxpayers 
in due course. These items relate exclusively to the administration 
of the county home, where the cost of upkeep of inmates is all out of 
proportion to the cost of maintaining even a small family any wherein 
the county. An expenditure of sixty cents a day for maintaining a 
family of five equals three dollars a day, or about ninety dollars a 
month. Compare that with the cost of maintaining your own 
family, exclusive of rent, for the county home pays no rent, and 
you will be able to determine for yourself whether the cost of sup- 
porting the county poor is excessive or reasonable. 


A prominent hotel man of deal-field, who for personal and 


business reasons does not wish his name to be used in this connec- 
tion, is authority for the statement that the cost of feeding the 
county home inmates is twice as great as it should be. His own 
establishment furnishes him with comparative figures, and his 
judgment is of value. 


Reports of charitable and penal institutions all over the state 


show the average cost of subsistence to be far below the price the 
taxpayers of Clearfield count" are paying. 


The investigation and report of a commission such as is urged 


here should fairly determine whether the county home is a hofcel 
de luxe, a supply station or an institution conducted for the sole ben- 
efit of the poor of the community. On the face of it, there ap- 
pears to be an unwarranted amount of mismanagement in the af- 
fairs of the home, and it is not reasonable to assume that the con- 
dition will be changed so long as the institution continues to be 
run on the unbusinesslike plan which has marked its conduct for 
years.

Will you kindly describe the bett way 


to *et up connecting rod and main 
bearings for catting? 
I refer mainly 


to bearinge that overlap the aide* of 
the bearing, cap as it common in die 
caet bearings. 


The common method of procedure is 


to set up the connecting rods in a fix- 
ture, which is fitted with a mandrel a 
little smaller than the Inside of the fin- 
ished bearing. This fixture has a re- 
cess at the top and bottom, which al- 
lows the metal to partially flow orer 
the sides of the connecting rod, form- 
ing the flanges on the finished bearing. 
The babbitt is poured through a hole in 
the top plate. Upon removing the con- 
netting roil from the fixture the babbitt 
lining Is found cast in place. A swedge 
is then forced through the bearing in 
order to make sure that the lining is in 
perfect contact with the connecting 
rod at the back. The bearings are thcu 
scraped or retimed iu the usual man- 
ner for fitting bearings. 


Suggestions regarding the manner of 


carrying out this work have been given 
by one of the Inrge manufacturers of 
hnbbitt as follows. 


First.—Use «n absolutely clean India 


and pot. When the metal is hot enough 
to brown a piece of paper or white pine 
stick, stir thoroughly and remove any 
skimmings caused by oxidation. 


Second.—Be sure the faces of boxes 


and mandrels nre clean and free from 
grease or tlumpness. 


Third.—Pour rapidly into the box, 


holding the ladle as closely to the work 
as possible to avoid air bubbles until It 
Is half full, then pour gradually until 
filled, allowing large enough gate to 
take .up shrinkage. When pouting 


j castings with wide surface use ladle 
| with wide .lip. ' 
' 
Fourth.—To lusurc perfect boxes In 


pouring large 'bearing.? it is advisable 
to run chalk on mandrel or shaft and 
to have the inaiidj:cl hot. Mandrel and 
bos should be about same temperature. 


Fifth.—Do not keep babbitt metal at 


the melting poult longer than absolute- 
ly necessary, as the chemical action of 
extreme beat temls to oxidize a com- 
posite alloy, causing deterioration, dis- 
integration, addition to its brittleness 
and materially affecting its antl-fric- 


i tion qualities.

Sixth.—When necessary to peen it is 


best to commence lip and down a cen- 
trr line, extending blows right and left 
of this line until tightened in place. 


Seventh.—Finally when you have a 


good met.il trout it ns such, and you 
will hare uo occasion to complain of 
the results obtained.

every day by each of the one hundred and sixty inmates of the 
home, and why the actual total cost"; of maintenance of each person 
is two hundred and fourteen dollars a year, or nearly sixty cents a 
day. 
To learn from actual evidence of the inmates what constitutes 


the average bill of fare of the hofoc. To inquire into the profit or 
loss of the county farm. To see where six hundred and sixty tons of 
coal bought by the county last ye^r was used at the rate of two 
tons a day for the entire year. To check up as nearly as possible 
from data which should be available in the office of the county 
commissioners the use of 28,000 miles of railroad mileage during 
the year, all of which is charged to the poor district in addition to 
12,000 miles charged to the county proper. Generally to inquire in- 
to the annual expenditure of one-third of the county's total revenue 
for the poor, of which one-half is charged directly to the county 
home. 


This is but a small part of an analysis of the audit of the 


county's business for 1915 which will be presented to the taxpayers 
in due course. These items relate exclusively to the administration 
of the county home, where the cost of upkeep of inmates is all out of 
proportion to the cost of maintaining even a small family any wherein 
the county. An expenditure of sixty cents a day for maintaining a 
family of five equals three dollars a day, or about ninety dollars a 
month. Compare that with the cost of maintaining your own 
family, exclusive of rent, for the county home pays no rent, and 
you will be able to determine for yourself whether the cost of sup- 
porting the county poor is excessive or reasonable. 


A prominent hotel man of Clearfteld, who for personal and 


business reasons does not wish his name to be used in this connec- 
tion, is authority for the statement that the cost of feeding the 
county home inmates is twice as great as it should be. His own 
establishment furnishes him with comparative figures, and his 
judgment is of value. 


Reports of charitable and penal institutions ail over the state 


show the average cost of subsistence to be far below the price the 
taxpayers of Clearfield count" are paying. 


The investigation and report of a commission such as is urged 


here should fairly determine whether the county home is a hofcel 
de luxe, a supply station or an institution conducted for the sole ben- 
efit of the poor of the community. On the face of it, there ap- 
pears to be an unwarranted amount of mismanagement in the af- 
fairs of the home, and it is not reasonable to assume that the con- 
dition will be changed so long as the institution continues to be 
run on the unbusinesslike plan which has marked its conduct for 
years.

FISH DYNAMITERS FINED

crock, one of the finest trout streams 
in Centre county, and convicted before 
Justice of the Peace Ctine Woodring, 
of Bellefonte, and fined $100 each and 
costs, which they paid rather than go 
to jail.. 


Will you kindly describe the bett way 


to *et up connecting rod and main 
bearings for catting? 
I refer mainly 


to bearinge that overlap the aide* of 
the bearing, cap as it common in die 
caet bearings. 


The common method of procedure is 


to set up the connecting rods in a fix- 
ture, which is fitted with a mandrel a 
little smaller than the Inside of the fin- 
ished bearing. This fixture has a re- 
cess at the top and bottom, which al- 
lows the metal to partially flow orer 
the sides of the connecting rod, form- 
ing the flanges on the finished bearing. 
The babbitt is poured through a hole in 
the top plate. Upon removing the con- 
netting roil from the fixture the babbitt 
lining Is found cast in place. A swedge 
is then forced through the bearing in 
order to make sure that the lining is in 
perfect contact with the connecting 
rod at the back. The bearings are thcu 
scraped or retimed iu the usual man- 
ner for fitting bearings. 


Suggestions regarding the manner of 


carrying out this work have been given 
by one of the Inrge manufacturers of 
hnbbitt as follows. 


First.—Use «n absolutely clean India 


and pot. When the metal is hot enough 
to brown a piece of paper or white pine 
stick, stir thoroughly and remove any 
skimmings caused by oxidation. 


Second.—Be sure the faces of boxes 


and mandrels nre clean and free from 
grease or tlumpness. 


Third.—Pour rapidly into the box, 


holding the ladle as closely to the work 
as possible to avoid air bubbles until It 
Is half full, then pour gradually until 
filled, allowing large enough gate to 
take .up shrinkage. When pouting 


j castings with wide surface use ladle 
| with wide .lip. ' 
' 
Fourth.—To lusurc perfect boxes In 


pouring large 'bearing.? it is advisable 
to run chalk on mandrel or shaft and 
to have the inaiidj:cl hot. Mandrel and 
bos should be about same temperature. 


Fifth.—Do not keep babbitt metal at 


the melting poult longer than absolute- 
ly necessary, as the chemical action of 
extreme beat temls to oxidize a com- 
posite alloy, causing deterioration, dis- 
integration, addition to its brittleness 
and materially affecting its antl-fric- 


i tion qualities.

Sixth.—When necessary to peen it is 


best to commence lip and down a cen- 
trr line, extending blows right and left 
of this line until tightened in place. 


Seventh.—Finally when you have a 


good met.il trout it ns such, and you 
will hare uo occasion to complain of 
the results obtained.
